Attebery Voluntarily Came to Decatu 


to Consult his Attorneys. 


C. Elmer Attebery, indicted for mur- 


denng Frank Lamar, voluntarily came 
to Decatur from his home near Macon 
on Thursday. He did not suriendlir to 
the hherifi, but he went to the office of 
his attorneys. 


When Sheriff Lehman learned that 


Attebery was in Decatnr he sent Dep- 
uty Sheriff Joe Hewes to the attorneys' 
office with instiuctlons to bring the 
accused to the jail. The deputy had a 
•iiplas issued on the Indictment tctnrn- 
•d by the gra'nd jury. That was clnr- 
npr the forenoon, but Attebery was not 
locked up until the noon hour. 
The 
attorneys requested that he be permit- 
ted to remain with them until they 
had Imished their" consultation. 
Joe 


ilev.es remained with the party. After 
Ihe noon iccess of court they all went 
to the circuit court room. There was 
some talk about an application for bail, 
but Judge Vail said that he was not 
ready to hear Iho arguments. Ordi- 
narily murder Is not a bailable case, 
but in this instance the attorneys for 
the defense will argue that the killing 
does not come un lor the bead of de- 
liberate murder, for the reason, as they 
say, 
that there was provocation, etc. It 


is expected thai there will be an effort 
to show the court from the testimony 
offeted before the coroner's jury and 
before tho grand jury, that there was 
provocation and that the case is one irj 
w h i c h ball might be accepted. The ar- 
gument on this phase of the case will 
he heard S.ituiday fi-renoon. 
his 
attorneys 


hearing. The jury, after being out all 
night, determined .that 
Dingman was 
sane when the instrument was drawn 
and It will stand although there is 
some talk of taking an appeal. 
The grand jury returned four addi- 


tional Indictments and were advised by 
the court to inspect the county jail 
iis the law directs ana conclude their 
business. 
One of the indictments was against 


C. Elmer Atteber" and charged mur- 
der.

rain Trade: 
Referring to the meeting heid in Chi- 


cago October 22 to discuss the question 
if, to changing the rules governing the 
Inspection of No. 2 corn, I will say that 
the grain shippers agree quite generally 
with President Warren and others that 
the rule should not be changed. At the 
same time we insist and shall ever con- 
tinue to do so, that the rule should be 
lived up to and not changed at the 
caprice of anyone in authority in times 
of great stringency, as during the late 
July, or any other corner. The rules are 
all right with the exception that too 
much emphasis is placed on the word 
"dry." The percentage of moisture al- 
lowable in No. 2 corn should be speci- 
fied and corn that is questioned should 
be submitted to :i scientific test instead 
of being determined by the sense of 
feeling by any one man. The value of 
the property is too immensely great to 
be determined by crude and uncertain 
methods. It is the manner in which the 
rules are construed and enforced that 
the shippers of grain object to.

great markets, the sample of No. 2 cor: 
exhibited by the Chicago inspection de- 
partment was the easiest to fill of any 
shown. No reasonable person would or
